Naiuba of prominence were very 
few iitnongMhe new cases and entire- 
ly absent from the list of deaths. Not 
nil the cases will develop yellow fe- 
ver at the end of the :i« hours con- 
sidered necessary to complete ding 
nosls, but there has been no change 
yet decided upon of separating the 
actual cases from those which turn 
out to be something else. 

It has be ii suggested that a peri- 
od has •arrived when t he official list 
mighl be confined exclusive to yel- 
low fever, the suspicious caaea be- 
ing separately reported, but Ihe of- 
ficials believe It more advisable that 
(he official list shall be imperfect to 
the extent of ila containing malaria 
and typhoid fevers, that suppression 
of doubtful cases,' eliminating the 
■ onsequent dunger of spreading In- 
l< i 1 i.iti in unwi^lched localities. 

Dr. White said today that fluctua- 
tion in the number of new cases cans 
ed him no concern It is tin Incident 
of the campaign.

Ruck Coitongane testified before the 
grand Jury that French had hired 
him and Charles Danliels. of this city, 
to engage tanner In a game of cards 
and assassinate him. Cottongane wa> 
to ahoot him and Daniels was to 
swear that rhe shooting was done In 
m If-defense. 

Feltner made another sensational 
charge against French. In which he 
said that he and Sheriff MrOhord led 
i he /anions rVCfJt county feudist into 
a trap, and that on September i 
Fien.-h offered Yi i in f.fi.000 to !ear» 
the state and newr return., paying 
him $200 In money to prove his good 
faith. 

Sheriff MrOhord went before the 
grand Jury and corroborated Feltwer 
to the extent of saying that Feltner 
had told him of French's overtures 
and upon his advice had arceptKl the 
$200 and had turned It over to him. 
Sheriff McChord laid the money be- 
fore the grand Jury as evidenc*. 

French was tried on the charge of 
I contempt of court In the Clark cir- 
cuit con:t only recently, and was 
'fined $.".000 for enticing witnesses 
'away from the |S9,9M damage suit 
brought by Mrs. J, B. Marcum against 
i he two Hargises. French and Sher- 
iff Kd. Callahan, of Breathitt county, 
for the assassination of her husband 
two years ago in the Jackson court- 
house. 

Indgnvnt for damages was re- 
nirned against Callahan and Judge 
James Hargis. but not against French 
nor Alex Hargis. Both sides nppeal- 
j ed the case, and the appeal Is n»w 
I; fore the court of appeals. 

Immediately after the trial Hie 
four defendants in the case were 
charged with contempt of court by 
inducing Fetrnpr, i'c.ttongane and 
Sam Fields to leave the jurisdiction 
of the court by the payment of sever- 
al hundred dolla s and to stay In 
ClnclnnaM until after the suit was 
decided. They did go to Ohio, but 
all of them return d and testified 
that they had be?n bribed to leave 
the court, the bribery being paid 
through F llx Feltner. who was also 
punished for his pan in the proceed- 
ings. 

French has alreadv been convicted 
of the contempt charge and fln»d $5 - 
000. The. other three defendants 
are yet to be tri»?d on the contenrpt 
charge, and the prosecution is con- 
fident that similar punishment will 
be cKalt out to the Hargises and Cal- 
lahan. 

Mom Feltner has been a conspicu- 
ous figure in the famous Breathitt 
county asssass nation cases. He was 
Indicted In Breathitt coumy for mur- 
der and sentenced to the penitentiary. 
J. B. Marcum, without financial rec- 
ompense, felt sorry for him, and 
stepped In In his behalf, took an ap- 
p al and had the verdict of guiltv 
reversed. Meanwhile the aeries ol 
assassinations which have tv-en laid 
at the Hargises' door began to d« 
velop. 

Feltuer has furnished damagin-; 
evldense against the Hargis factions 
In all the court proceedings and N 
conside red the most dangerous man 
the Hargises have to deal with 
Neither by intimidation nor bribery- 
have they been able to swerve him 
from ihe oath he took over MarcumV 
grave, that "As long as I live I will 
protect his widow and children."

faith. 

Sheriff MrChord went before the 
grand Jury and corroborated Feltner 
to the extent of saying that Feltner 
hsd told him of French's overtures 
and upon his advice had accepted the 
J2uo Hnd had turned It over to him. 
Sheriff McC'hord laid the money be- 
fore the grand Jury as evidence. 

French was tried on the charge of 
contempt of court In the Clark cir- 
cuit cout only recently, and was 
fin 1 d I.VnOO for ent.clng witnesses 
away from the f.'o.noo damage suit 
brought by Mrs. .1. B Marcum against 
the two Hargises. French and Sher- 
iff ICd. Callahan, of Breathitt county, 
for the assassination of her husband 
two years ago In the Jackson court- 
house. 

Judgnvnt for damages was re- 
turned against Callahan and Judge 
James Hargis, but not against French 
nor Alex Hargis. Both sides appeal- 
ed the case, and the appeal is n»w 
Is fore the court of appeal*. 

Immediately after the trial ttie 
four defendants In the case were 
charged with contempt of court by 
Inducing Fertner. CfjttongaTie and 
Sam Fields to leave the Jurisdiction 
of the court by the payment of sever- 
al hundied dollars and to stay In 
Cincinnati until after the suit was 
de.ided. They did go to Ohio, but 
all of them return' d and testified 
that they had be n bribed to leave 
the court, tbe bribery being paid 
through F llx Feltner. who was also 
punished for his part In the proceed- 
ings. 

French has already been convicted 
of the contempt charge and fln.d $•"> - 
O00. The other three defendant* 
are yet to be triVd on the contempt 
charge, and the prosecution is con- 
fident that similar punishment will 
be d*alt out to the Hargises and Cal- 
lahan. 

Mow- Feltner has been a conspicu- 
ous figure in the famous Breathitt 
county asssass nation cases. He was 
indicted In Breathitt county for mur- 
der and sentenced to the penitentiary.

New York. Sept. 21. Political 
contributions of the New' York Life 
Insurance company and connection 
of Andrew A. Hamilton, of Albany, 
with the hearing before the legisla- 
tive Insurance Investigation Untied 
yesterday. 

President McCall of the New York 
Life Insurance company, was the 
chief witness, and for several hours 
was subjected to a fire of questions 
by Charles E. Hughes, counsel for 
the committee, concerning ihe mon- 
ey paid for political purposes. 

The climax was reached when M. 
Call declared that the soliciting 
of funds for campaign purposes was 
not confined to the Republican party 
In the campaign of 190 1. and an- 
noumcd: 

"My life was made weary by Dein 
ocrallc candidates chasing me for 
money in that campaign. Some of the 
very men who today are being Inter- 
viewed in the papers and denouncing 
the men who contribute to campaigns 
were crossing my path every step I 
tool, looking for nioiiex. 

"One of tbe candidates, himself. 
Parker, if he would show up his 
books when be was chairman of Ihe 
Democratic slate committee, it 
would give you a fit. 

"He never rejected a dollar in the 
world. He would lake every dollar 
that was paid lo him." 

Judge Parker was chnirmnn of the 
Democratic state executive commit- 
tee In 1885. 

McCall's statement was . greeted 
with wild cheering, which continued 
until a threat was made lo clear ihe 
room of listeners If the crowd did 
not restrain itself. 

With great care Ihe account of 
Andrew A. Hamilton with the com- 
pany was analyzed by Hughes, who 
asked McCall about every Item, and 
made it clear that a search was be- 
ing made for political contributions. 

McCall stoutly maintained that hi- 
lled given Hamilton no money to be 
used in Influencing the legislation nt 
Albany.' but the admission was 'ob- 
tained from McCall that Hamilton's 
expenses at Albany were paid from 
the company's funds and thit his 
accounts were not submitted to au- 
dit. 

It was shown $235,000 has been 
paid Hamilton with only a verbal 
accounting to McCall and that at 
present Hamilton owes the compa- 
ny NMt* but McCall said he fell 
sure that Hamilton, who is now in 
Kit rope, will repay the sum upon the 
company's demand. 

Judge Alton B. Parker, Democrat- 
ic t-andidate for president In 1901, 
last night gave the Associated Press 
a statement concerning McCall's tes- 
timony relative lo soliciting of funds 
from the New York Life Insurance 
company by Democrats in 18u|. In 
this statement Parker said: 

s" It is evident that McCall was la- 
boring under a great excitement in 
making his reply, for It is very in- 
coherent. Hut if |i|s an.-wei is In- 
tended to convey tbe Impression thai 
in the 1 iimpaign of 1904, I, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, solicited from 
him or his corporation, or an\ other 
corporation, any money or valuable 
thing, his siateniei t ,* absoliiiel, 
false. 

"On the contrary. I repeal now 
what I said before the election, thai 
I expressly notified and directed ihe 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of Ihe national committee that 
no money should be received from 
corporations." 

William F Sheehans attention 
was called to the testimony of Mc- 
Call, and he said. 

... "I was chairman of the executive 
committee of the Democratic nation- 
al commliiee. There wus not a sin- 
gle man <onne<n-d with Democratic 
natiotuil campaign that solicited a 
dollar from McCall. If any such per- 
son made any such solicitation Mc 
Cull should name him." 

President M. Call, referring to his 
* testimony before the legislative com 
mlttee in relation to contributions to 
the Democratic parly said last night 
"The inclining I Intended to con 
vey« when 1 mentioned Judge Pur- 
ker was this: Judge Parker, when ■ 

eandldate for presld y last year 

did not personally ask me Tor cam- 
paign funds but friends of his did 
so repeatedly. 

"Judge Parker, as chairman of the 
stale Democratic committee several 
years ago. did, however, accept prof-

"I was in Ibe cage when Mr. Moon 
ol Massachusetts, died He was su- 
perintendent of all painting ou the 
zone. He lasted seven hours. My room 
mate only lasted five hours, and I 
thought my turn would come next; 
lint 1 bad made up tin mind to light 
1 for life so much the harder The 
fourth duy I heard one of the doc- 
tors sa.V, "He may Inst through the 
day." There I lay for five hours 
with very little chance, although I 
was watched every minute 
I went to sleep and woke 
•'clock. In time to take my medicine 
I felt better, but was burning up 
with fever. Just at this time Oscar 
Obelee. chief clerk of the enrpenter 
lepttitment. died and was sent to 
the dead house. 



"A gical mtin> people died here of 
vellow 'ever Jusl by being srared.The 
papers don't tell onc-teiilh of the 
deaths. There litis never been one 
negro or Chinese death mentioned, 
but they die like sheep. You ran t 
tell Jusl when you do get Ihe fever, 
lor it may be working on you three 
or four days. All of a sudden you 
take a chill, which will last an hour, 
more or less. Then the fever starts 
In: your legs pain: your back pains: 
your arms, and lasl of all, your head; 
you feel sick nt the stomach and 
want lo vomii, but can't: yon get 
down In bed and then begin to gel 
purple under the finger nails. This 
Is the first siege: then ihe eyes begin 
to turn yellow; then the ears, then 
ihe feel, until you nre as yellow us 
saffron This can nil happen in fom 
hours or less time. When the tongue 
begins to turn dark blue around the 
edge ihe patient Is almost dead. At 
this point the black vomit begins. 
The nurse calls for a screen and It 
is put around the- bed. The patient, 
alter reaching this stage, never lasts 
more than five minutes. Then he Is 
carried to Ihe dead house aud kepi 
until 4 o'clock In the afternoon. when 
tar backs up and the body 
ind tarried to Monkey Hill 
and buried. They always have front 
Ave to ten graves dug ahead. When 
I was able to walk around and see 
for mvself I was dumbfounded lo 
see five and six every day taken from 
the dead house."

Crop Bulletin for \\<; \ Rays Condi- 
tion* Were Beneficial to Ihe 



Aceoidlng to the weekly bulletin 
Issued by the weather bureau the 
we>k wns decidedly favorable for 
farmers. With the exception thin 
fogs slightly Interfered with curing 
of tobacco, all kinds of farm work 
progressed untlHiially well. The offi- 
cial re|>ort lit as follows: 

Corn -Corn ban mostly matured 
and much Is safe from frost and fod- 
der-pulling In progress, while some 
has been till. The reports on yield 
continue excellent. 

Tobacco Tobacco is about two- 
ihlrds cut and housed, while rutting 
is completed In some sections. While 
acreage and yield are reported slight- 
ly lower than usual, the quality is 
generally satisfactory, and in some 
cases most excellent. 

Peas, millet, hemp, and sorghum 
are excellent; the millet and hemp 
are mostly cut, peas saved and sor- 
ghum now being cut for silage or 
syrup. 

Fruit reports are generally unfa- 
vorable, pears being the best: while 
winter apples are generally reported 
from light |o a failure. Dropping 
continues and nearly all is of poor 
quality. 

Plowing is progressing: some have 
finished and begun sowing wheat, 
rye and winter oats; sowing will |M 
general next week.

THE DUTY OF ALL CHRISTIANS 

WHEN IT COMES TO VOTING 



(Collier's Weekly). 
Ik there such a thing as Christian 
cltitenshlp? No, but It could be cre- 
ated. The process would be quite 
simple, and not productive of hard- 
ship to any one. It will be cone 'led 
that every man's Arst duty Is to Ood; 
It will also be conceded, and with 
strong emphasis, that a Christian's 
first duty is to God. It then follows, 
as g matter of course, that it Is hU 
duly to carry his Christian code of 
morals to the polls and vote tlum 
Whenever be shall do that, he will 
not find hints If voting for an unclean 
man, I dishonest man. Whenevei 
a Christian votes, he votes against 
God or for Him, and he knows this 
quite well. God Is an issue In every 
cl cnon: He ir a candidate In the 
person of ev ry clean nominee on ev- 
ery ticket; Ills purity and His ap- 
proval arc there, lo be voted for or 
voi?<i against, and no fealty to par- 
ly can absolve His servant from his 
higher and more exacting fealty to 
Him: He takes precedence of part}, 
•'uty to Hltn ll above every claim si 
party. 

Christians and the llalM. 

If Christiana should vote their du- 
ty to God at the polls, they would 
carry every election, and do It with 
ease. They would elect every clean 
candidate in the United States, and 
defeat every soiled one. Their pro- 
digious power would be qu'ckly re- 
alized and recognltrd, and afterward 
there would be no unclean candidates 
upon any ticke:, and graft would 
cease. No church organization can 
be tui:nd In the country that would 
« lert m*j> of foul charactet to be Its 
f-hepherd, its treasurer, and superin- 
tendent of Its Sunday-school. It 
would be revolted at the idea; It 
would consider such an election an 
Insult to Ood. Yet every Christian 
congregation In the country elect* 
foul men to public office, while quite 

• war: that this also it an open ant' 
<>ll!K--ate insult to Ood, who canno. 
approve and does not approve the 
placing of the liberties and the well- 
being of His children in the hands 
of infamols men. It is the Christian 
congtegat ons that ar> responsible 
for the filling of our public officer 
with criminals, for the reason that 
Oiey could prevent it if they chose to 
do It. Th«y could prevent It without 
organiiing a league, without fram- 
ing a platform, without making any 
■speeches or passing any resolutions 
— in a word, without concert of any 
kind. They could accomplish It by 

• ach individual resolving to vote for 
God at the polls -that Is to say, vote 
/or the candidate whom God would 
.ipp tiv Can a man imagine such a 
thing as God being a republican or a 
democrat, and voting for a criminal 
nr a iilackauard merely because par 
ty loyalty required it? Then can we 
Imagine a man can improve upon 
God's altitude In this matter, and by 
help of professloral politicians in- 
SMI a better policy- Ood has no pol 
(tics but cleanliness and honesty, and 

t ii fiood enough for men. 

A man's second duty Is to his fam- 
ily. There was a time when a clergy 
man'ft duty to his family required 
him to V 1>s his congregation's politi- 
cal slav*. vole nl " congregation s 
n. 1st in order to safeguard the food 



nnd shelter of his wife and children. 
Hut that lime has gone by. We have 
the secret ballot now, and a clergy- 
man can vote for Ood. He can also 
plead with his congregation to do the 
like. 

Perhaps. We cannot be sure. The 
congregation would probably In- 
quire whom he was going to vote 
for; and if he stood upon his man- 
hood and answered that they had no 
Christian right (which is the same 
as saying no moral right, and. of 
course, no legal right) to ask the 
question, it is conceivable — not to 
say certain — that they would dis- 
miss him. and be much offended at 
his proposing to be a man as well as 
a clergyman. 

Still, there are clergymen who are 
so situated as to be able to make the 
experiment. It would bo worth while 
to try It. If the Christians of Ameri- 
ca . otild be persuaded to vote C,o<l 
nnd a clean ticket, it would bring 
about a moral revolution thnt would 
lie Incalculably beneficent. It would 
save the country— a country whose 
Christians have betrayed It and are 
destroying it. 

The Christians of Connecticut 
sent Bulkeley to the senate. They 
sent to the Legislature the men who 
elected him. These two crimes they 
could have prevented; they did not 
do it, and upon them rest the shame 
and the responsibility. Only one cler- 
gyman remembered his Christian 
morals and his duty to God, and 
stood bravely by both. Mr. Smythe 
is probably an outcast now. but 
such a man as that is likely to pos- 
sess the treasure of a family that 
can endure It with him, and be 
proud to do it. I kiss the hem of his 
garment . 

Four years ago Greater New- 
York had two tickets In the field: 
one clean, the other dirty, with a 
single exception; mi unspeakable 
ticket with that lonely exception. 
One-half of the Christians voted for 
that foul ticket and against God and 
the Christian code of morals, putting 
loyalty to party abdve loyalty tc 
God and honorable citizenship, and 
they came within a fraction of elect 
Ing it; whereas. If they had stood 
by their professed morals they would 
have burled it out of sight. Christi- 
anity was on trial then, it is on trial 
now. And nothing Important Is on 
trial except Christianity. 

Another Test to Come. 

It was on trial in Philadelphia, 
and failed; In Pennsylvania, and 
failed; In Rhode Island, and failed; 
In Connecticut, and fulled; In New 
York, und failed; In Delaware, and 
failed; in every town and county 
and state, and was recreant, to its 
trust; it has effusively busied Itself 
with the small matters of charity 
and benevolence, and lias looked on. 
indifferent while its country was 
■iaklSi SuSfti SUA !o»*r !r. r.,..,;. 
und drift ing further and further io- 
w.tnl moral destruction. It Is the one 
force that can save, and it sits with 
foldetl hands. In Greater New York 
it will presently have an opportunity 
io elect or defeat some straight, 
clean, honest men, of the sterling 
Jerome stump, and some of the Tum- 
many kind. The Christian vote -and 
the Christian vote alone - will de- 
cide the contest. It, and it alone, 1. 
master of the situation, and lord of 
the result.
